“There was no justification for 
the killings,” Levine said. “The 
chief of county police and two 
policemen were there, but they 
didn’t see any reason to shoot 
the prisoners. They had tear gas 
guns they could have used.” 

A coroner's jury held the shoot- 
ings justifiable, The grand jury 
did not indict.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12— The 
gealed doors behind which Anglo- 
American conversations regarding 
German coal production began 
here this morning were a remin- 
der that the Labor party now rul- 
ing the United Kingdom is eco- 
nomically in the Marxist camp of 
Russia, though on the American 
side respecting civil rights. 

Speaking before the session 
opened to Willard L. Thorp, 
American chairman and Assistant 
Secretary of State for Economic 
Affairs, the chairman of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, Sir William Strang, 
emphasized that his country de- 
sires as little publicity as possi- 
ble. Sir William is political ad- 
viser to the British commander- 


in-chief in Germany and is the 
opposite number’ of Ambassador 
Robert D. Murphy. 

“We should like very little 
newspaper comment,” declared 
Sir William, “and no daily hand- 
outs to the press. From time to 
time an official statement may be 
issued. The sessions must be se- 
eret.“ 

The Americans have already 
agreed to hold the meetings be- 
hind closed doors. What will be 
done about Sir William’s other 
demands was not announced, 

Controversial Issues. 

The British desire for secrecy 
is regarded as rerlecting three 
eontroversial issues which will 
probably arise. They are as fol- 
- Jows: 

I. Nationalization of Ger- 
many's coal mines, 

2. Restoration of the Ruhr 
coal industry to German man- 
agement, under British-Ameri- 
can supervision. 

3. Assumption by the United 
States of part or all of Britain’s 
expense for re ting the 
German coal fields. 

The State Department is known 
to be under the impression that it 
has “on ice” an agreement, with 
the British Government to shelve 
socialization of Rhur coal, at least 
until production is restored to 
normal. 

In the recent struggle to enlist 
the support of the Labor party in 
the “Third Battle of Britain,” 
English Government officials de- 
clared that the nationalization of 
Germany's coal mine will proceed. 
“To whom shall we give them?” 
It was asked. “To the Krupps and 
eartelists?" The present conversa- 
tions will show whether the agree- 
ment with the State Department 
stands and whether pledges to the 
eontrary were strictly for cam- 
paign purposes and home con- 
sumption. 

The. question of changing man- 
agement from British to German 
hands in the Rhur district raises 
a ticklish problem as to the role 
ef alleged British mismanage- 
ment in the 50 per cent failure of 
the postwar industry. In the 
American view, German coal min- 
ing was far more efficient than 
that of domestic England, and not 
much below the standards of 
Yankee technology. 

The third controversial point— 
the shifting to American shoul- 
ders all or part of England's 
budget for the Ruhr mines 
might well open a general politi- 
cal and economic discussion as to 
the ~esponsibilities of the two na- 
tions in their merged zones of oc- 
eupation, Such a debate ‘the 
American negotiators are eager 
for the present to avoid.

ROSENDAHL GETS 
2 MEDALS, ONE FOR 
HEROISM IN 1925 


Retired Vice Admiral Known 
as ‘Billy Mitchell’ of 
the Navy. 


WASHINGTON, Aug: 12 (UP) 
-V. Adm, Charles E. Rosendahl, 
retired lighter-than-air champion, 
today received the Distinguished 
Flying Cross ‘or heroism when 
the airship Shenandoah crashed 
in 1925. 

A special congressional act or- 


dered award of the medal to the 
55-year-old admiral 22 years after 
he saved six crew members by 
landing part of the airship after 
it broke in two. 

The D.F.C., together with a Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal for serv- 
ice in the recent war, were pre- 
sented by Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy W. John Kenney. Sec- 
retary of the Navy James For- 
restal originally was scheduled to 
make the award, heit was unable 
to do so because ‘of the press of 
other duties, it was explained. 
Just before the ceremony took 
place, however, Forrestal popped 
briefly into the room to congratu- 
late Rosendahl, 

The Distinguished Service Med- 
al, awarded for Rosendahl’s war- 
time services as chief of naval 
airship training and experimenta- 
tion from May 1943, to August 
1945, was substituted for a Legion 
of Merit previously awarded him. 
Rosendahl often has been re- 
ferred as the Billy Mitchell” of 
the Navy. Throughout his long 
career he was an ardent support- 
er of lighter-than-air aviation, 
frequently clashing violently with 
the supporters of surface warfare. 
He was retired in November 1946 
and elevated to the rank of vice 
admiral on leaving the service.

NAVY MAN CONVICTED 
N JAP PRISON CASE 


Found Guilty on 2 of 9 
Counts, Charging Striking 
Fellow Prisoners. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12 (AP) — 
Chief Signalman Harold F. Hirsh- 
berg, 29 years old, of Brooklyn 
was convicted today by a Navy 
court-martial of two lesser of 
nine specifications charging him 
with striking fellow prisoners in 
a Japanese prison camp. 

The court-martial acquitted him 
of seven charges of assault 
against six other fellow prisoners 
and of reporting the escape plans 
of three prisoners, one of whom, 
George Garrett, a former Army 
private of Waco, Tex., was tor- 
tured to death by his Japanese 
guards, 

Maximum penalty under the 
conviction is six months on each 
charge and a dishonorable dis- 
charge. The court-martial did not 
announce the penalty against 
Hirshberg, pending review by R. 
Adm. Monroe Kelly, commander 
of the Third Naval District in 
New York. 

Final review rests with R. Adm. 
Archibald Colclough, the judge 
advocate general of the Navy. If 
he makes any changes in the de- 
cision, a final review rests with 
the Secretary of the Navy. 

Hirshberg, a veteran of 11 years 
in the Navy, has been held in con- 
finement since last February. He 
was convicted specifically of as- 
saulting and striking Chief Car- 
penter’s Mate George N. Gaboury, 
%, of Webster, Mass., now sta- 
tioned at Alameda, Calif., and of 
assaulting and striking Chief 
Boatswain’s Mate Robert H. 
Welch, 26, of Tulsa, Okla.

High officers representing the 
French and British zone com- 
manders greeted John D. L. Hood 
of Australia, subcommittee chair- 
man, but the United States Army 
only sent affable transport and 
press officers.

But it 
did recall the runaround muddle 
the subcommittee was confronted 
by last week in getting routine 
clearances for Germany and Aus- 
tria. 


This wall of red tape and bu- 
reaucratic confusion — apparently 
typical of the United States 
occupying forces—was broken 
down only by direct appeals to 
Washington and the Berlin head- 
quarters of the United States mili- 
tary governor in Germany, Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay. 


The subcommittee, involved in 
the most important study of the 
whole Palestine problem ever un- 
dertaken internationally, was told, 
for example, that the United 
States Army could not furnish it 
air transportation, because. it 
“needed all its planes.”

PLEA BY BRITISH 
THEATERS AGAINST 
TAX ON U. S. FILMS 


LONDON, Aug. 12 (AP)—The 
owensr of Great Britain's 4500 
motion picture theaters today 
urged the Labor Government to 


reconsider the 75 per cent tax 
on foreign film earnings, which 
provoked American film com- 
panies to embargo all shipments 
of feature pictures and short sub- 
jects to Britain. 

“Is it your deliberate intention 
to obliterate the British film in- 
dustry?” the Cinematograph Ex- 
hibitors Association asked Prime 
Minister Attlee in N letter. 

“The confiscation of 75 per cent 
of the earnings in this country 
of American film companies, 
without an alternative supply be- 
ing available, could only lead to

RIO DELEGATIONS. 
GATHER. HOPEFUL 
ON TREATY TALKS 


View Expressed by Some 
That Inter-American 
Meeting Will Bolster 
United Nations.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Aug 12 
(AP)—Optimism pervaded delega- 
tions arriving here today for an 
inter-American conference ef for- 


eign ministers which, beginning 
Friday. will seek to draft a his- 
toric treaty of mutual defense for 
the nations of the Western Hemis- 
phere. 

Some delegation sources, pre- 
dicting swift success for the long- 
delayed meeting, expressed tie 
opinion that it would bolster the 
United Nations and provide «a 
“model bulwark for world peace.” 

Six delegations already on hand 
were busy with pre-conference 
discussions while awaiting the ar- 
rival of the Big Two—the United 
States and Argentina. The Argen- 
tine delegation, headed by Foreign 
Minister Juan A. Bramugliia, is 


expected tomorrow. 

Secretary of State George . 
Marshall is due Thursday, 
which time all the 20 republics 
are expected to be on hand for 
inaugural address by President 
Eurico Gaspar Dutra of Brazil 
at the Quitandinha Hotel, near 
this capital. 

There was one touchy little 
problem. A representative of fhe 
unrecognized government of Nic- 
aragua was hovering outside the 
official conference circle telling 
interviewers that Nicaragua “al- 
ways has been a rightful member 
of the pan-American family and 
no one has any right to exclude 
us from family affairs.” 


FALL OF CAPITAL PREDICTED 
BY PARAGUAYAN REBEL RADIO 


BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 12 (AP) 
— While Argentine sources said 
President Higinio Morinigo of 
Paraguay had fled from the rebel- 
threatened capital of Asuncion to 


Pilar, the Asuncion radio declared 
today that his government was 
pledged to “win or die” in defense 
of the city. 

Loyalist lines around Asuncion 
are unbroken, declared the Asun- 
cion broadcast, reported by the 
Brazilian news agency Asapress. 

Rebel radio announced that in- 
surgent forces were fighting their 
way into Asuncion and predicted 
the fall of Morinigo's capital 
“within a few hours.” 

Informed sources here said mem- 
bers of the air force and ground 
personnel revolted within Asun- 
cion and seized both airports. 
However, all government planes 
had been moved, the sources 
added. 


Brazilian Foreign Office sources, 
meantime, denied reports that the 
conference would act on a Peru- 
Ecuador border dispute, saying 
the agenda already had beeh es- 
tablished. 

(Official sourees in Quito said 
Ecuado had instructed its Am- 
bassadSr in Lima to protest to 
Peru an alleged recent attack by 
Peruvian soldiers on the frontier 
city of El Progreso.)

Result of Strike. 

The deficit this year, Boas said, 
will result from the two-week 
transportation strike last spring 
and from the pay § increase 
granted in a previous arbitration 
award, If the deficit occurs, it 
will be the first year the com- 
pany has operated at a loss since 
it finally emerged from the red 
in 1941. : 

His computation was based on 
actual receipts during the first 
seven months this year, and esti- 
mated receipts for the remaining 
five months, and took into account 
the recent increase in pass prices 
approved temporarily by the Mis- 
gouri Public Service Commission.

Rebutting union assertions that 
operators last year received only 
about 35 per cent more than they 
did in the years 1935-39, Boas said 
they actually received 70.9 per cent 
more. He based his calculations 
on monthly pay, while the union 
figures were based on hourly pay. 

Boas declared that the public 
has a vital stake in the outcome 
of the proceedings. 8 

“If wages and working condi- 
tions which require higher fares 
are imposed on this company, the 
company will suffer a reduction 
in sales which will of necessity 
require curtailed service and a 
reduction in jobs,” he told the 
board. 

Members of the arbitration 
board questioned Boas frequent- 
ly as he presented the company’s 
viewpoint on the problem of 
schedules. He said the union’s de- 
mands for schedule changes would 
cost the company $1,368,055 an- 
nually. 

Scheules, he said, are prepared 
solely on a basis of the needs of 
the public, and the union de- 
mands would result in poorer 
service. 

He contended that St. Louis 
geography, which he said is unique 
among large cities in the United 
States inthat residential areas are 
widely separated from business 
and industrial districts, makes 
split runs unavoidable.

Replies to Company Argument. 

Turning to the argument that 
the financial position of the com- 
pany prevents the granting of a 
higher wage, Meyer said that by 
this line of reasoning the com- 
pany is asking its own employes 
to hold their wages down because 
other employes in other industries 
were making more money. 

Meyer argued further that the 
company, by attempting to hold 
down wages was trying to keep a 
“cheap ride” for the auto worker, 
the packing house employe and 
other groups that have received 
increases, “Should these (Public 
Service Co.) workers be deprived 


cheap rides to other workers who 
have got raises?” he demanded, 

“There is no real question of 
the company’s ability to pay,” he 
concluded. “The year 1946 was the 
best year in the company’s history 
and it followed many good years 
when the wages of the workers 
were frozen—years when the com- 
pany greatly improved its finan- 
cial structure, retired much of its 
debt, paid for much new equip- 
ment and set aside large reserves. 
If after such a year the workers 
cannot get a fair and equitable 
wage, when can they?” 

Pension Question. 

Taking up the subject of pen- 
sions, Meyer pointed out the com- 
pany is currently paying $40 a 
month to its retired employes, “It 
is agreed by both company and 
union,” he said “that the amount 
of any pension should be ade- 
quate to provide an elderly pair 
with a decent living. The only 
dispute is how much is necessary.” 

Present pensioners receive social 
security benefits of $50 if they are 
married and $34 if single, he said. 
It should not require proof in 
August, 1947, that ho two persons, 
young or old, can support them- 
selves on $90 a month,” he as- 
serted. “Assuming that $125 a 
month is a minimum requirement 
for two people if they own their 
own home, the present pension 
rate must be raised to more than

IEWISH HOSPITAL 
CUTS CAPACITY IN 


‘NURSE SHORTAGE 


10 Pct. Reduction When 
Entire Floor Is Closed 
— Campaign for 
Students Fails. 


Jewish Hospital has been forced 
to close its seventh floor, reduc- 
ing its bed capacity by about 10 
per cent, because of inability to 
obtain a sufficient number of 
nurses to provide adequate care, it 
was announced today. 

Other St. Louis hospitals, with 


the exception of Missouri Baptist, 
where one 25-bed ward has been 
closed for about 18 months, report- 
ed today they had not been forced 
to reduce the number of their 
beds, although ost of them have 
been struggling to take care of 
their patients with too few nurses 
for many months. 

Maj. B. Einstein, president of 
the Jewish Hospital board of di- 
rectors, said in an announcement 
distributed to staff members last 
week that there was no alterna- 
tive to the decision to close the 
floor because “a hazardous stand- 
ard of service would be unthink- 
able.” 

There are 3380 beds at the hos- 
pital, 32 of them on the seventh 
floor. 

“Lack of adequate institutional 
nursing personnel is the sole rea- 
son for closing the floor,” Ein- 
stein said. “The hospital's com- 
plement of nurses, both students 
and graduates, has declined stead- 
ily to the point where it is im- 
possible to attempt further to staff 
our total bed capacity. 

“It is to be emphasized that this 
decline has taken place in spite 
by all con- 
cerned to maintain rates of com- 
pensation, working hours and con- 
ditions, and all other pertinent 
factors at optimum attractive and 
agreeable levels. An intensive and 
expensive four months’ campaign 
to recruit students for the nursing 
school has produced an enroll- 
ment for the September class 
which, numerically, is shockingly 
subnormal, 

“The nursing situation is not 
peculiar to Jewish Hospital but is 
nation-wide in scope and intensity. 
Currently, every effort is being 
made by appropriate agencies and 
individuals to cope with this prob- 
— both on local and national 
evels.

STRIKE OVER PAY 


Seek Favorable Action on 
Demands Before State 
Law Is Effective, Sept. 
13. 


Electricians employed by the 
city will strike unless favorable 
action is taken on their demands 
for pay increases, ranging from 
15 to 25 cents an hour, before the 
state law prohibiting strikes 
against any branch of the govern- 
ment becomes effective, represen- 
tatives of the AFL International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers 
yesterday told the Civil Service 
Commission, The law becomes ef- 
fective Sept. 13. 

Director of Personnel R. Elliott 
Scearce said there are about 100 
electricians employed by the city 
in various types of electrical con- 
struction work, maintenance of 
street lights, traffic signals and 
the telegraph systems of the police 
and fire departments. A strike 
would have no immediate effect 
upon services, he said, and would 
be felt only as breakdowns oc- 
curred in the electrical systems. 

Increases being sought are 15 
cents an hour for maintenance 
men and helpers, who now receive 
from 87% cents to $1.50 an hour, 
and 25 cents an hour for electri- 
cal construction workers, now re 
ceiving $2 an hour. The demands 
were presented to the commission 
in May, and conform with wage 
scales in private industry, the 
union said. 

Commission Chairman Luther 
Ely Smith pointed out to the 
union representatives, J. T. Mein- 
ert and Henwy C. Kuehner, busi- 
ness representatives, respectively 
of Locals 1 and 2 of the union, 
that any salary increases would 
have to be approved by the Board 
of Aldermen, which does not re- 
convene until Sept. 16. 

Kuehner asked that the co:nmis- 
sion make a favorable recommen- 
dation before Sept. 1 so that 
union members would have some 
assurance their demands would be 
considered, Smith pledged that 
the commission would do its best 
to work the matter out and as- 
serted there would be no delay. 

Kuéhner said the strike action 
had been voted — union mem- 
bers employed by the city at meet- 
ings July 24. No date for a strike 
has been set. This would have to 
be done at a subsequent meeting, 
he said,

Officials Save said that a corn 
crop of about 2,850,000,000 bushels 
would be needed to maintain meat 
production at this. year’s rate of 
155 pounds per consumer. They 
added, however, that it is highly 
improbable that corn products 
would deteriorate enough to drop 
meat supplies to the prewar aver- 
age of 126 pounds.

in 13 cities are paid an average 
salary of $10,476 a year, whereas 
the St. Louis salary ig $7680. The 
average salary for a director of 
tuberculosis control is $6620, 
whereas in St. Louis it is $5100. 

Average salary for a director of 
venereal disease contro] is $6400 
but in St. Louis the salary is $5100. 
St. Louis also pays its director of 
communicable disease control 
$5100, whereas other cities pay an 
average salary of $6550. The di- 
rector of child hygiene here gets 
$5100, contrasted with $6524 in 
other cities. 

“Radically Wrong.” 

“We've had no supervisor of 
venereal disease control for five 
years,” Bredeck continued, be- 
cause we were unable to get one. 
And 76 per cent of our communi- 
cable diseases are venereal. The 
Civil Service Commission must 
furnish us a list of eligible per- 
sons for that position. They failed 
to furnish a list because they had 
no one to recommend, Something 
is radically wrong—salaries.” 

Dr. Bredeck said St. Louis was 
“falling down” in communicable 
disease visits, tuberculosis visits, 
immunizations and pre-natal work 
because of inadequate staffs and 
inadequate salaries. 

“We cannot hope to fill these 
positions with professional person- 
nel,” he wrote, “neither can we 
hope to retain personnel with the 
salaries we offer. 

“Other cities have recognized 
these facts and have taken posi- 
tive action. We cannot ignore 
these conditions any longer and 
hope to retain satisfactory 
standards of public health work 
in St. Louis. 

“T feel the matter has reached 
@ point where it is urgent that 
something be done and there- 
fore I am requesting your sincere 
efforts in bringing about satis- 
factory telief of the situation.”

Rieve said he was not hopeful 
that the CIO appeal fer a special 
session would be heeded. 

“If conditions continue as they 
are,” Rieve said, “I don’t think 
Congress has any choice but to 
restore price controls. 

He proposed first applying the 
controls to speculative commodi- 
ties like corn and wheat. In oth- 
ers, he said, the congressional ac- 
tiom might stir business men vol- 
untarily to hold down their prices. 

Rieve said that the OPA prices 
existing June 30, 1946, allowed suf- 
ficient profits to absorb all the 
postwar wage increases to date.

At West Frankfort, Moulin said, 
burial costs ranged from $375 to 
$1000. “If the funeral directors 
think that the Commission is go- 
ing to grant a partial lump sum 
payment for such funeral costs, 
they are mistaken,” Moulin as- 
serted. 
He said the condition of bodies 
taken from both mines after the 
explosions was such that in many 
instances caskets could not be 
opened. In the Centralia disas-

ter, March 25, 111 men were killed 
and in the West Frankfort ex- 
plosion, July 24, there were 27 
fatalities. 


Funerals for the men killed at 
the Centralia Coal Co. mine 
ranged in cost from $284 to $1184, 
with the average about $700, 
Michael J. Hanagan, attorney for 
the United Mine Workers in IIli- 
nois, said.

First, the bulk of the country—where the Government of India 
rather than the maharajas exercised direct authority—is being ripped 
apart to form two separate nations. 


Each of these will have its own 
government, its own currency, its 
own foreign representatives, and 
iis own trade policy. Instead of 
one ambagsador, the United states 
will send two envoys to this land. 


The smaller of the new coun- 
tries, Pakistan, comes to life as a 
mainly Moslem nation. Awkward- 
ly, it will be cut into two piéces 
separated by 1000 miles of non- 
Pakistan territory. This is because 
Moslems are most numerous only 
in the northwestern and far east- 
ern parts of India. 

But Pakistan will be the largest 
Islamic country in the world. 

The other newborn self-govern- 
ing nation, three times as populous 
as Pakistan and correspondingly 
richer, will continue to call itself 
India. 

Its territory is the heartland of 
the country. Its borders will stretch 
from Bombay to Calcutta and 
from above New Delhi to the 
southern tip of the Peninsula at 
Cape Comorin. 

Although truncated and residual, 
the new India is claimed by its 
leaders, including Mohandas K. 
Gandhi, Jawaharlal Nehru, and 
Vallabhbhai Patel, to be the true 
heir and successor to the India of 
the past.

It was ond of 
the most insistent in decla 
that when British rule ceased 
would become completely inde- 
pendent. 

As the Nizan of Hyderabad 
rules only an interior territory 
without a seaport and is dependent 
on the surrounding Indian domin- 
ion for many necessities such as 
food and cloth, this would not, 
however, be easy. 

In Pakistan, almost the only ini- 
tially important political party 
will be the Moslem League. This 
is the political organization that 
Jinnah built up from almost noth- 
ing to a force capable of demand- 
ing and eventually winning a sep- 
arate country. 

Pakistan will be a largely agri- 
cultural country. In the north- 
west, the Northwest Frontier 
province and Baluchistan are 
mostly barren territories, while in 
many parts of the Punjab and 
Sind the desert has blossomed, 
thanks to some of the biggest irri- 
gation works in the world.

By 40 Sadly Premature—Eliot

EPORTS that the United States Air Force will reach its full 
authorized strength by the end of the year are sadly premature. 
Under the newly passed budget, the Air Force will have 70 
groups, of which 55 will be in actual operation, while 15 will be 
“skeletons”—that is, a few key officers and enlisted men, to be filled 
up from the reserve’ if an emergency arises. 


Of the 55 active groups, 28 are 
@verseas—10 in Europe, 16 in the 
Pacific and two in Alaska. That 
leaves 27 groups for the Continen- 
tal United States, only about half 
ef which actually exist at this 
moment. 

(I had better tell you that a 
group is a basic Air Force operat- 
ing unit consisting of three squad- 
rons. It has anywhere from 30 to 
75 planes, according to type. The 
bigger the planes, the fewer the 
number in each group. Thus a 
“very heavy” bomber group has 
20 planes, a light bomber group 
has 48, a fighter group 75. These 
are the number of planes each 
groups is supposed to be able to 
operate at one time. A consider- 
ably larger number must be on 
hand as replacements in order to 
enable the full operating strength 
to be available.) 

The budget authorizes a total of 
400,000 military personnel for the 
Air Force. At present the strength 
ts only 310,000. An intensified re- 
cruiting campaign is under way, 
with the objective of getting 15,- 
000 recruits a month. But so far 
the needs are not being met. 

Further, let us remember that 
80 per cent of all Air Force en- 
listed personnel must have tech- 
nica] training of one kind or an- 
other. Most of the young men com- 
ing into the service have little or 
none. They must get it after they 
enlist—either in the schools of the 
Training Command, or with their 
unit. The Training Command now 

has 40,000 men in its technical 
schools alone. It is the largest 
command, as far as personnel is

Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial entitled “Boom and 
Bust?” is most disappointing because 
it fails to attack the heart of the in- 
fiation problem. 

For a long time now it has been pop- 
ular to point to high prices as the dis- 
ease from which the country is, suffer- 
ing. It is a simple concept and one 
which can easily be sold to the public, 
since it imagines that Big Business” is 
entirely responsible for high prices and 
the public itself is the innocent victim. 

The plain truth of the matter is that 
high prices are merely one of the symp- 
toms of the disease. The disease itself 
is insufficient production. It is an un- 
fortunate fact that there are fewer 
goods available in the market place 
than there is cash to buy them. 

Most people have come to realize the 
dependence of the price a manufacturer 
can charge for his product upon the 
Prices and wages he has to pay in order 
to make the product. Fewer people, ap- 
parently, realize that when there are 
lots of customers trying to buy a few 
products, they will bid up the price. 
This is simply the second half of the 
inexorable law of supply and demand. 

The failure of the New Deal's price 
policy can be traced to the fact that 
the OPA regulations were not designed 
to fight the true economic ness of the 
country. The OPA“ attempts to hold 
prices down by edict actually resulted 
in strengthening inflationary pressures 
by hamstringing production. It took no 
more than the withdrawal of a shock- 
absorber from the market, because of 
an unprofitable ceiling price, to stall 
an entire automobile factory. 

Mass production is the primary cause 
of the high standard of living in the 
United States. When the American 
people become convinced that they must 
produce large quantities of goods in 
order to buy at low prices, we will have 
solved the greatest domestic problem 


of the day.

There are at least two major ways, both 
heavily fraught with danger to their countries, 


in which private individuals and companies can 


wield cartel power in oll. *. 

The first is typified by the cartel agreement 
which once existed between the Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey and IG Farbenindustrie, the 
giant German chemical trust which was the arch 
industrial eriminal of the Second World War. 

It was only after being charged, jointly with 
Farben, with criminal conspiracy, that Standard 
of New Jersey was forced in 1942 to yield up 
hundreds of patents covering the manufacture 
of synthetic rubber, synthetic gasoline and high- 
octane aviation gasoline, though the non-availa- 
bility of these patents had hindered the United 
States war effort. 

Standard of New Jersey was not the only 
American company that entered into cartel ar- 
rangements with astute German industrialists 
who turned the agreements into weapons against 
this nation when war came. . 

The second way in which private companies 
can wager the peace of their countries on their 
unofficial diplomacy is typified by the Red Line 
agreement of 1928. In it British, French and 
United States oil companies (including Standard 
of Jersey and Socony Vacuum) split up existing 
and future o concessions in an area embracing 
Saudi Arabia, Iraq, Syria, Lebanon and Trans- 
Jordania, and extending into Turkey. This 
agreement was in effect an act of economic war 
against every country not included in it. 

Cartels operating in both these ways ought to 
be permitted to exist—if at all—only with the 
government a fully informed overseer. At any 
time when, in the opinion of the government, 
they are moving against the national interest, 
they ought to be stopped dead in their tracks. 


The power to control oll is the power to make 


war or to prevent it. To be dangerous, the 
power does not have to be used with ill intent. 


It is just as dangerous when it is employed 


ignorantly. 

The United Nations Economic and Social 
Council can make a potent contribution toward 
world peace by pitiless exposure of the highly 
explosive nature of oil cartels.

Marshall Plan Comb 

Information issued by the State Department 
on the Marshall plan will be fine-tooth-combed 
by Frank T. Bow, counsel of a House expendi- 
tures subcommittee. Chairman Harness of the 
committee issued the order, Bow says, because 
Administration supporters have said the plan 
will take a “selling job” with the American 


people. 


Harness and Bow have a valid point, but it 
is one that a Congressman who dislikes the 
Marshall plan could run in the ground with no 
effort at all. n 

It would be highly improper if the State De- 
partment issued misinformation or sugar-coated 
information. It would be equally improper to 
ask the people to turn the heat on their Con- 
It is entirely proper, however, that 
Marshall’s men give the people a fair account 
and interpretation of the facts, including a 
statement of the alternative. The Administra- 
tion believes in the plan and has every right to 
argue for it in speeches and statements—there- 
fore in routine information material as well. 

If, holding always to fair and proper means, 
the State Department does not try to “sell” the 
Marshall plan, it will be derelict in its duty. 
It will also be abdicating to the Congress its 
own direct responsibility to the people. Such 
an outcome, in spite of complaints of “non- 
co-operation” every time President Truman 
bucks one of this particular Congress’ meas- 
ures, was never intended by the Constitution. 
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Concerning Prisoners of War 

Gen. Clay reports that the United States has 
completed the release of all its German prison- 
ers of war and the Associated Press adds that 
we are the first of the four occupying powers 
to achieve this end. The total number of Ger- 
man prisoners on our hands at one time or 
another is set at 8,010,007. 

It may be questioned, however, whether we 
actually can say that we have “released” all our 
prisoners. We have turned several hundred 
thousand prisoners over to the French and a 
‘soméwhat small number over to the British. 
Those who are still held by either the British 
and French still are prisoners of war. Techni- 
cally, we have released them, but in fact they 
do not yet have their freedom. We would hardly 
say that we had “released” prisoners turned 
ever to the Russians. So long as prisoners we 


took are held by the French or British they are 
not released—they are merely off our books, 

Even so, our record is good in this respect and 
Americans may take pride in it. Certainly it 
stands in sharp contrast to the Russian reten- 
tion of 900,000. Even the British are holding on 
to more than 330,000. With the war ended more 
than two years, it is long since past the time 
when these prisoners should have been freed to 
go back to the farms and other productive units 
of Germany. 
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Congress Reform: Unfinished Job 


Congress’ worst failure in carrying out the 
Congressional Reorganization Act of 1946 is in 
improving its handling of the purse, according 
to Representative Monroney, co-sponsor of the 
act. There are two fundamental faults with the 


separately, and Congress does not know until 
they art / all enacted what they are going to add 
up to. Second, they are handled separately 
from revenue measures. 

Obviously Congress ought to know how much 
is going out, and ought to be considering at the 
game time how much is to be coming in. Mr. 
Monroney suggests that technicians attached to 
Congress should sit at the elbows of depart- 
mental budget officers when their askings are 


being made up. 


It would also be a help if the numerous and 
voluminous appropriations bills could be simpli- 
fied into one bill which could be considered 
jointly with one sfmplified revenue bill. The 
practice of considering income and outgo sepa- 
rately is dot sensible. : 

It is a vestigial practice from the early days 
of the republic, when all revenue came from 
the tariff. At that time there was some sense 
in considering appropriations separately from 
revenue—to keep the tariff issue from being 
interjected into every appropriation and gen- 
erally gumming up the works. The practice 
still eontinues long after the reason for it has 
disappeared. 

The failure on fiscal reform is only one of 
several reasons why Congress cannot be smug 
about its self-improvement to date. Mr. Mon- 
roney mentions that the aims of simplifying the 
committee structure and providing the service 
of technicians have not been completely carried 
out and that Congress has still to do anything 


about the seniority method of promotions, the 


overconcentration of power in the House Rules 
Committee, and the filibuster in the Senate. 

Congress also needs very much to make the 
political parties—majority and minority—in Con- 
gress responsible for what their members do, 
Only thus can the two-party system of operat- 
ing Congress be expected to function in the 
broad national interest rather than in narrow 
sectional interests. 

Members of Congress received a substantial 
increase in salary and perquisites from the 1946 
Reorganization Act and they have not earned 
it all yet. The people, who pay their salaries, 
have a right to expect that Congressmen will 
earn it by going ahead with the still-needed 
reforms, 
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From the Horse’s Mouth 
Work can be done more efficiently with 
unit control than with divided control. 

That quotation sums up, as well as could be 
done in so brief a compass, the case for the 
development of the Missouri Valley by a Mis- 
souri Valley Authority. MVA means unit con- 
trol. The present arrangement means divided 
control, the Army Engineers pulling one way, 
the Reclamation Bureau another, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture another, the Federal Power 
Commission another, the Department of Com- 
merce another, and dozens of lesser government 
agencies still others. 

The quotation, by the way, is from the 1027 
report to Congress of Maj. Gen. Edgar Jadwin, 
who was chief of the Army Engineers. Gen. 
Jadwin was referring to the division of authority 


between the Army Engineers and the Mississippi 


River Commission. It was not as efficient as it 
should be for work to be divided between two 
executives, he said. How efficient is it, then, for 
the development of the Missouri Valley to be 
divided among five or more?

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A Tragedy of Enterprise 

High-priced wheat is strutting through the 
second act of a high tragedy. Tragedy is not 
an overdrawn word. Millions of acres of arid 
range are being broken. When the drouth 
returns, as it always does to the West, dust 
storms will rise and make drifted deserts of 
townships, counties, great parts of some states. 
Bumper wheat production wiil blow away with 
the wind—and with it the lives of foreigners 
who live by American grain. With the desert, 
too, will blow away a part of our own food 
resource, the sinew of national strength. 

Many long-established farmers profited by 
the sore lesson in the previous détade’s dust 
storms. But a horde of speculators—“suitcase 
farmers,“ conservation people call them—are 
coming in, picking up grassy range cheap, 
plowing it and planting wheat, to make a crop 
or two and then the hell with it. 

Ruining the land is nothing to them. It is 
nothing that dust from their naked acres will 
ruin farms for miles around, farms fed with 
years of sweat so that they might still be good 
farms for the next generation. 

So, at a time when-sentiment favors almost 
anything under the name of private enterprise, 
we Americans have a decision whether to let a 
tragedy of enterprise run its course. Either 
we recognize that the speculative motive must 
be curbed short of irreparably damaging one’s 
neighbors and the nation. Either we then 
modify our state land laws accordingly, and if 
need be impose federal laws. Or we wait for 
the end of the tragedy and stand by helplessly 
when the rain goes and the wind comes. 

Do we decide? Or does the drouth decide? 
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What this country needs is a good 5-cent any- 
thing.

The United States would have to fight if Russia threatened to 
dominate world, editorial says; Marshall plan is attempt to prevent 
domination; peace is likely as long as America stays ahead; high 
cost will not look big compared to the bill for World War III.“ 


From Time 


The United States spent 350 billion dol- 
lars to keep Germany and Japan om 
dominating the world. Now the leaders 
of another country—Russia—want to domi- 
nate the world. Is it certain that they do, 
or are some nervous Americans just imag- 
ining things? 

The evidence of Russia's intention is 


- overwhelming. It is stronger than the evi- 


dence of German and Japanese intentions 
in 1937. Communist leaders subscribe to a 
philosophy thgt says the whole world must 
adopt their social and economic system, 
and “the international Soviet shall be the 
human race.” 

It can be taken as settled that the United 
States will go to war in an effort to stop 
any nation from dominating the world. 
The U.. S. R. is not yet as strong as that 
so there l no present reason for the United 
States to go to war. But the U.88.R. 
might start to get that strong. 

Here are three changes which would 
make a Russian-United States war likely, 
and hard for the United States to win: 


Three Possible Risks 


1. If the United States, because of a long, 
deep depression or serious internal unrest, 
became so weakened that Russia would 
feel safe in being much more aggressive 
than she now is, 


2. It the Communists got control of 
China and/or India. If Moscow had 400,- 
000,000 Chinese or Indians and their re- 
sousces working for it for 30 years, the 
Communist power would probably become 
stronger than the United States. 


3. If the Commupists got control of Eu- 
rope. In a few years (say five), Russia 
plus Europe might be,stronger than the 
United States. The Communists could not 
then be stopped from grabbing Asia, and 
safety for the United States could not be 
bought at any price. 1 

So, the first requirement of United States 
policy is to keep Europe from going Com- 
munist. That is what the “Truman doctrine” 
and “Marshall approach” are all about. 

How much will it cost to help Europe 
get to a point where it will not drift to 
chaos, and from there to Communism? As 
of today, State Department experts figure 
about 15 billion dollars, spread over seven 
years. That's a lot of money for an insur- 
ance premium, especially since nobody can 
guarantee that the insurance will pay off. 


What Chance Has It? 


How much chance has it, anyway? No- 
body can say until the work begun in 
Paris comes to fruit next September. But 
the prospects are far from hopeless. 

Apparently, the Kremlin thinks the 
“Marshall approach” is a pretty good move 
—on the United States side of the board. 
If Central and Western Europe begin to 
revive with United States help, Molotov 
may well find the peoples of Russia’s satel- 
lite countries increasingly restive. 

The world, as well as the Kremlin's Po- 
litburo, wondered whether the United 
States Congress and people would back the 
“Marshall approach.” So far, Congress is 
showing both a healthy skepticism and an 
unhealthy cynicism. 

John Taber, chairman of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee, held up the emer- 
gency aid to Greece for two months while 


he tried to pare down the $300,000,000 ap- 
propriation by roaring haggling questions 
at State Department witnesses. Even 
though piecemeal aid to Greece does not 
make much long-range sense, the crisis in 
that country is getting worse and John 
Taber does not seem to have any ideas for 
coping with it. 

Nevertheless, the Congress and the peo- 
ple had ‘nearly always come, however re- 
luctantly, to the point where they backed 
broad, essential foreign policy when both 
the need and workability of a given pro- 
gram was clear. 


Not Just for Relief 


The need for United States action to stop 
Russia was plain enough. To whatever 
Paris produced, the United States would 
apply certain tests: Among them: 

1. That the United States will be pay- 
ing for rehabilitation, not for mere relief. 

2. That United States financial and tech- 
nical experta will be able to examine how 
the money is spent. 

3. That the political result of the pro- 
gram is a lessening of the Communist 
threat. / 

Is it true that the United States has no 
alternative to spending more billions on 
Europe? It has just one. The United 
States could start dropping atomic bombs 
on Russia now, before the Russians can 
retaliate. It could, but there isn’t ond 
chance in 10,/00,000 that it will. 


For those Americans who do not agree, 
there is another—and a highly practical— 
reason for not jumping into a preventive 
war with Russia. At the end of that war, 
the world and the United States economy 
would be in such a mess that the postwar 
chaos might create more Communists than 
the atomic bombs had killed. 


A “Wedemeyer Approach” 


The United States, obviously, would al- 
ways fight if it had to. The trick was to 
keep from having to. 


The “Marshall approach” is one obvious 
way of trying to stave off a situation in 
which war would be inevitable. Another 
attempt is the Wedemeyer mission to find 
out how to help China and Korea stay out 
of the hands of the Communists. If that 
mission develops a “Wedemeyer approach” 
to Asia, it may cost the United States a 
few billions, too. 


But both together will not look big com- 
pared to the United States bill for World 
War III: 350 billion dollars—plus. Peace 
between the United States and Russia is 
probable as long as the United States stays 
out in front. If Russia begins to catch 
up, the price of safety might go up at the 
rate of 15 billion dollars a month,

In each of those 30 in- 
stances the Russians said no. 


A few private citizens have 
managed to get into Russia since 
the war. It has taken months of 
patient effort to obtain the de- 
sired visa from Moscow. One 
was Prof. Percy E. Corbett of 
Yale University, who went with 
the expressed desire of expanding 
the field of knowledge between 
the two countries. 

The sober, factual account of 
his experience, prepared for the 
Yale Institute of International 
Studies, is a record of rebuff and 
frustration more revealing than 
tons of anti-Russian fulmination 
from professional Soviet 

It is too easy to admit defeat 
before the door that Moscow has 
so often slammed. The only al-

PAYMENTS INCREASED 
1) 258,000 VETERANS 


$36,704,000 More Yearly for 
Men Who Fought in Three 
Wars, Dependents. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP)— 
The Veterans’ Administration an- 
nounced last night that 258,000 
veterans of three American wars 
and their dependents will receive 
increased payments totaling about 
$36,704,000 annually, effective Sept. 
1, 

The increases, authorized in the 
last session of Congress, are cal- 
culated to meet increased living 
costs. They include: 

1. About 50,000 seriously dis- 
abled veterans: of World War II, 
who will receive automatic in- 
creases in educational allow- 
ances estimated at $7,704,000 in 


the first year, Their dependents 
also will benefit. 


PRINCESS MARRIAGE 
PROMISE ‘TO OBEY’ 
UP FOR DECISION 


Gift Prayer Book Omits It, 
but Parliament Has Rejected 
That Revision, 


LONDON, Aug. 12 (AP) — The 
Government may have to decide 
whether Princess Elizabeth will 


promise to “obey” Lt. Philip 
Mountbatten in their November 
wedding, says the London Star. 

A prayer book which a Church 
of England bishop sent the prin- 
cess as a gift contains the mar- 
riage service omitting the word 
“obey” and also the older service 
which binds even a queen to mind 
her husband. 

While this will enable the prin- 
cess to compare the two services, 
the Star said, there is a snag: 
Only the “obey” version has par- 
liamentary approval. Parliament 
in 1929 turned down the revised 
prayer book, but it nevertheless 
has come into wide use.

2. About 208,000 Civil War and 
Spanish War veterans and de- 
pendents, who will get a 20 per 
cent pension increase costing 
the Government $29,000,000 for 
the first year. 

The increases affect about 113. 
000 veterans of the two earlier 
wars and 95,000 dependents of de- 
ceased veterans. Pensions now 
average about $100 a month for 
Civil War veterans and $75 for 
Spanish-American War veterans. 
Dependents’ death compensation 
averages more than $40 a month. 

Veterans of World War II who 
are enrolled in educational or on- 
the-job training courses will re- 
ceive $115 a month, without de- 
pendents, or $180 with one de- 
pendent, if their disability is rated 
at 30 per cent or higher. Under 
the old law, they received $105 
and $115. 

Veterans with a disability rating 
of less than 30 per cent will con- 
tinue to get the same allowances 
as before.

Says the Hustling Emil Verban 


Verban, who toiled for the St. 
Louis Cardinals and played in a 
World Series with the Redbirds, 
emphasized the importance of 
psychology when he was asked 
the difference between working 
for a winner and an eighth-place 
entry like the Phils. 


“Naturally,” he answered, “ev- 
erybody likes to play on a winner. 
But a ballplayer who takes his 
career seriously puts forth his 
best efforts whether he's with 
winner or a loser.“ 
Yes, An Improved Player. 
Verban is living embodiment of 
the last statement in that he was 
a fair sécond sacker while with 
St. Louis ang now ranks as one 
of the best if National League 
with the lag@ing Phillies. ' 


“I don’t think a player should 

be bothered by the fact he’s play- 
ing with a losing team,“ Emil 
says. “If his playing improves, 
the chances are that his club im- 
proves at the same time. 
“Psychology plays a great part 
in any sport and I think it does 
particularly in baseball. 
“I've known players,” he con- 
tinued, “who put more into their 
performance while playing for a 
loser than a lot of fellows did with 
a winning ball club.” 

Phillies Keep Plugging. 
Verban didn’t deny there was a 
different spirit surrounding a 
winner than a loser. 

“I guess that can’t be helped 
because it’s natural to be elated 
when you win and to be disheart- 
ened when you lose. But take 
this club,” he said, pointing to 
fellow Phillies on the field, “they 


‘all have a lot of spirit and plenty 


of hustle.” 

The 29-year-old resident of Elk- 
hart, LIL, is one of those individ- 
uals who is designed as “a ball- 
player's ballplayer” by rivals and 
teammates alike.

He’s Ewell 
Blackwell, the Reds’ slender side- 
armer. 

No Argument Here. 

“I've faced some pretty good 
pitchers since I've been up here,” 
Verban said, “but Blackwell is just 
as good as they come. That deliv- 
ery of his has got you in the dark 
all the time. He makes it very dif- 
ficult for the hitter to see the 
ball.” 

Returning to the psychology 
angle, a writer told Verban of a 
ball club so steeped in defeatism 


that its players believed they were | r,, 


licked even @efore they donned 
their uniforms at the ballpark. 
The Phillies’ sécond baseman 
shook his head and commented:

be close co-operation between the 
two dominions. 

In the other Indian dominion, 
the Indian National Congress now 
holds unchallenged political lead- 
ership. It will control the central 
government and all of the provin- 
cial ministries, 

This is the party that from a 
modest start 62 years ago grew to 
lead the independence fight 
against British rule. It has in- 
cluded most of the non-Moslem 
politically active persons of the 
country. 

But now, when self-rule is won, 
there are differences within the 
party. Some elements favor capi- 
talism and others socialism. Out- 
sidg the Congress party, the Com- 


munists, while still small, are al- 


ready gaining. It is possible that 
other parties may soon rise to op- 
pose the Congress. 

Problems for India. 

The new, abbreviated India is 
fortunate in starting out with 
most of the old India’s industries 
and much of its economic strength. 
But the infant dominion will have 
severe problems ranging from 
food shortage to dangerously 
growing public corruption. Infla- 
tion has the country in its grip, 
and both laborers and peasants 
are disturbed and restless, As they 
seem ready to strike against em- 
ployers and landlords, they are 
now a fruitful yield for fomenting 
disruption, 

But the most serious question 
facing the new governments is 
whether the partition of India will 
ease the Hindu-Moslem tension. 
Bitterness between the two groups 
brought the country to the verge 
of civil war during the months 
before Viceroy Lord Mountbat- 
ten's plan was announced in June. 

Even since then, men and women 
have been stabbed and shot to 
death in Lahore and Amritsar and 
in Calcutta and Bombay. Some 
of their houses have been burned 
down and their property destroyed 
by bombs. Peace has not yet re- 
turned to the country. 

In the political arena, too, the 
communal distrust persists. Con- 
gress officials in the United Prov- 
inces have had to arrest fanatical 
Hindus of ‘an organization called 
the Hindu Mahasabha. These per- 
‘sons were prepared to defy the 
new popular government by dis- 
rupting the Aug. 15 independence 
celebrations with protest demon- 
strations against the partition of 
the country. 

These are some of the problems

Recruiting and Training. 

The problems of recruiting and 
training are the crucial ones to be 
overcome before we can say that 
we have an Air Force which is up 
to strength and ready to meet an 
emergency. Even when they are 
met, in the judgment of this re- 
porter, the authorized strength is 
too small. The 70-group program 
was an absolute rock-bottom mini- 
mum on the assumption that all 
70 of the groups would be active. 
But even the 55-group level can- 
not be attained in practice until 
more young men are brought into 
the service and trained in one of 
the innumerable specialities which 
a modern Air Force requires. That 
will not be done by the end of this 
year; we shall be lucky if it is 
done by the end of 1948. As for 
the Air National Guard, we are 
probably still farther removed 
from the date at which we can say 
that its 20 groups are ready for 
emergency duty. 

We might as well face these 
rather unpleasant facts squarely, 
and seek remedies for them as 
diligently as possible. The quick- 
est and best remedy lies in the 
hands of our young men. It is for 
them to decide how soon our Air 
Force will be really ready to meet 
its responsibilities in a sadly 
troubled and dangerous world. We 
have the money, we have the 
planes (at least for the time being) 
but we do not yet have the trained 
men without which money and 
planes are useless.

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French Chef Cussed and Discussed 


But Women Who Have Mania for Fryng Everything Could Learn From Him 


By Hoyt Alden 


HE most discussed and cussed 

man in the history of fine 

food is the French chef. Al- 
though it is generally admitted 
that the French are -the most 
civilized eaters in the world and 
that their great chefs have in- 
vented nearly all of the unusual 
and appetizing dishes that grace 
our tables today, many of their 
sauces are too rich and compli- 
cated for most Americans. How- 
ever, if American women would 
forget their horrible mania for 
frying everything that comes to 
hand they could adapt tke French- 
man's recipes to the advantage of 


all hands except the makers of 


bicarbonate of soda. 


Thomas Jefferson was the first 
man to try to sell this bill of 
goods in America. When he re- 
turned to this country after serv- 
ing as our first Ambassador to 
France, he brought back a satchel 
full of recipes and promptly got 
busy spreading the good word 
about the French cuigine. He even 
wrote a cook book which was 
circulated among the wealthy 
plantation owners of Virginia. 

But right today if you presented 
the little woman with a chicken, 
a handsome. fish and a piece of 
veal, she would fry the chicken 
in an ocean of flour, and cook the 
fish until it was as stiff as a 
board. God knows what she would 
do with the veal. : 

With the chicken in hand the 
French chef would thumb through 
his poultry recipes of which he 
would have at least two dozen. 
For a good large ben and if the 
occasion was just a little extra 
special he might decide on chick- 
en with lobster meat sauce. He 
would cut up the chicken and 
brown it well in hot butter. Then 
he would add another hunk of 
butter about the size of a walnut, 
cover the pan and cook the chick- 
en until tender, over a very slow 
fire. He would remove the pieces 
from the pan and keep warm. 
Now he would put two table-

spoons of brandy and two table- 
spoons of sherry wine into the 
pan and cook slowly scraping to 
get all the burned on particles into 
the sauce. Next he would add a 
tablespoon of chopped onion, three 
skinned and sliced tomatoes. This 
would cook a few minutes when 
he would put in a teaspoon of 
tomato paste, two tablespoons of 
flour and a little more than a 
cup of canned consomme. Next 
he would add two cups of cooked 
lobster meat, a can of mushrooms, 
drained, salt, pepper and a bay 
leaf. Returning the chicken to 
the pan he would simmer all for 


a few minutes and turn out on 
a platter, sprinkle with chopped 
chives and serve. 

Now we come to the fish. If it 
were a large number of baking 
size, the French cook would stuff 
it with a toothsome filling made 
with oysters. Yes, Agatha, oysters 
make a fine filing for fish as well 
as turkey. Here is how he 
would do it: 

Take two dozen quick-frozen 
oysters (yes, you can get them at 
any time of year now) and heat 
them well in their own juice. Now 
add a half cup or so of fish stock, 
made by cooking up any small 


piece of fish. Cook this until the 
edges of the oysters begin to curl. 
Stir in enough bread crumbs to 
make a thick paste, add g table- 
spoon each of chopped onion, 
green pepper and a teaspoon of 
grated lemon rind. Now mix in 
one egg beaten with a little cold 
milk. Next comes a dash of sage, 
pinch of nutmeg and the same of 
thyme, salt and pepper. Mix well. 
This dressing should not be too 
wet but if it seems dry moisten it 
with melted butter. 

Veal is one of the most negiect- 
ed of all meats in this country, 
despite the fact that, properly 
cooked, it is one of the very best. 
In this department the French 
cooks, who believe that veal is 
practically indispensable, are in a 
class by themselves. One-of the 
most widely known and popular of 
all veal dishes is veal paprika, It 
was originally a Hungarian dish 
but the French have their own 
version, Cut a two-pound veal 
steak, which has been sliced very 
thin, into small squares and sprin- 
kle with salt and pepper. Fry a 
clove of chopped-up garlic in olive 


oll. for three minutes, add the 


meat and brown well. Now put 
in a cup and a half of stock, cover 
and simmer for an hour, Pour in 
One cup of sour Cream and a tea- 
spoon of paprika. Stir well, cook 
for a minute and serve. This 
should be served with nice, fresh- 
ly boiled noodles. 

Another unusual veal dish de- 
vised by French chefs is made by 
browning a veal cutlet in butter 
and then depositing it in the bot- 
tom of a casserole, which has been 
well greased. Cook a piece of 
calf’s liver in salted water and 
chop it up with some of the stock 
it was cooked in and a little dry 
white wine. Cook it in a pan for 
a few minutes, add the juice of an 
orange and a little grated orange 
and lemon peel. Now stir in an 
egg yolk, strain the works and 
pour it over the veal. Put the 
casserole in a medium oven for 
about half an hour and you'll real- 
ize that the French know how to 
cook,

Special Instruments for Deep Water Trip 
Bathyscaphe Will Be Crammed | 2 
With Complex Devices When It 
Starts to Bottom of Ocean 

Off the West Coast of Africa 


By Prof. Auguste Piccard 


(Third of Four Articles.) 
BRUSSELS, Aug. 12. 
LTHOUGH there's little 
enough space in our cabin, it 
will be crammed with instru- 
ments. Some will be for naviga- 
tion, some to keep * 2 
alive, and some, of course, for 
scientific observation. 

In respect of navigation, the 
pilot must be informed as pre- 
cisely as possible on the move- 
ment of his ship. And the first 
consideration is depth. Water pres 
sure will tell us how deep We are, 
just as diminishing air pressure 
tells an aeronaut by means of an 
altimeter how high he is above 
the earth. | 

We will have two manometers: 
One indicating the depth by a 
hand on a dial; the other register- 
ing depth on a roll of paper. Both 
will have an important purpose in* 
the test dive, in which the Bathy- 
scaphe will go down without pas- 
sengers, The first will release 
ballast at a fixed depth by electric 
impulse; the second will check the 
first, proving that the desired 
depth was reached. ! 

We have, in addition, designed 
an entirely new instrument. The 
interior of a steel ball is open to 
the sea water under pressure, Be- 
cause it is liable to expand with 
pressure, it will enlarge as we go 
deeper. This gadget floats in 
liquid inside another container. 
The slightest increase in size of 
the inner steel ball will drive the 
liquid higher in a glass tube, We 
believe that this instrument will 
register variations in depth of as 
little as a yard at 2% miles below 
the surface. 

To check the speed of their rise, 
aeronauts use a little windmill 
whose blades lie horizontally to 
the earth. The direction in which 
it twirls shows if they are going 
up or down and the speed at 
which it goes around shows the 
speed of ascent or descent. We 
shall use a similar instrument. 

It will be fixed on the float and 
its findings will be reported by 
electric current. A bugzer system 
will send a dot-dash signal if 
we're going up, a dash-dot signal 
if we are going down. So if we 


have to douse all lights the better 
to see the ocean life, our navi- 
gator will still be able to check 
the primary movement of the 
craft, 

The most important instrument 
of shipboard navigation—a com- 
pass—isn't necessary in the Bathy- 
scaphe, Our range is limited and 
we shall anyway be in constant 
supersonic contact with the 
mother ship, which will follow us 
on the surface. But if we want 
to check the contours of the 
ocean bed, or the drift of deep 
currents, we must have a compass 
to prove direction. 

But that’s easier said than done. 
3 were totally inclosed 
n sphere. Earth mag- 
nu such as influences the 
compass needle doesn't penetrate 
steel. Regular submarines use 
gyroscopic compasses which are 
too cumbersome for our purposes. 
So we are experimenting with a 
compass fixed to the outside of 
our cabin (such as airplanes use 
to overcome the engines’ magnetic 
influence); but we won't go into 
detail on this until we see if it 
will work, 


NOTHER problem is air. Two 
men must breathe in an air- 
tight space of some 141 cubic 
feet. There must be some method 
of replenishing the oxygen the 
passengers absorb. What's more, 
there must be some means of 
drawing off the carbon dioxide 
the passengers breathe out, also 
the humidity they exhale. The 
problem is so similar to that en- 
countered on our stratosphere 
flights that we are using some 
of the same devices; let’s hope 
they'll bring us luck! Alkali con- 
tainers will absorb the carbonic 
acid; compressed oxygen will sup- 
ply that need; but humidity is 
another matter, and one of far 
greater concern in the present 
dive than ever it was in our 
stratosphere flights. s 
We shall have to remain boxed 
in for hours, sometimes quite near 
the surface, in tropical waters. 
The heat will be considerable. 
And—it isn’t the heat, it’s the 
humidity. Chemicals to absorb 
humidity are of little use; they 
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tive under water. It doesn't carry 
far enough to be of any use for 
our purposes. But we shall be 
ideally situated to use supersonic 
frequencies, Fortunately, the Brit- 
ish Admiralty has loaned us the 
necessary equipment, a still secret 
device developed during the war 
for communication between sub- 
marines. So we shall be in con- 
stant contact with the mother 
ship. However, we are also carry- 
ing a small radio to signal our 
position once we reach the sur- 
face, 
ä 


OR added security, we are car- 

rying various other signal sys- 

tems, For instance, small floats 
will be fixed to ‘the outer hull 
which can be let loose at the 
bottom. On reaching the surface, 
they will either show a light or 
set off a rocket to attract at- 
tention. ; 

And, to conclude, while at the 
bottom we shall have to have 
means Of lighting the everlasting 
dark of those mysterious regions. 
We don't have dark alone to coun- 
ter, however; water is never quite 
clear. Relatively clear water re- 
duces visibility to the same extent 
as a mild fog. Water must be 
particularly clear to afford visibil- 
ity c. 70 yards, 

Now we shall have several pow- 
erful lights fixed outside the cabin. 
But, as everyone who drives a car 
knows well, the reflection of head- 
lights can be blinding in foggy 
weather. Side illumination, such as 
that from street lamps, is much 
more effective. So we are placing 
our searchlights outside the cabin 
and above the ports; the light 
shines down from above. The focal 
center of the main lights will be

from the portholes, so that we can 


photograph fish clearly illuminated

usually produce corrosives which 
are too dangerous for our pur- 
poses. So we are using silica gel 
uetikon, a porous stone which ab- 
sorbs even water without dissolv- 
ing. What's more, heating will 
dry it out for renewed use. 
Another problem is that once we 
et back to the surface, our moth- 
er ship, the Scaldis, should find 
us quickly. The cabin is not a 
place of comfort and we'll want 
to get out as soon as possible. 
(I should add, however, that we 


have means of ventilating the 
cabin, drawing fresh air in as 
soon as we are at the surface.) 
Surface currents and other deeper 
water movements which can push 
us along as we rise should not 
leave us more than a mile or so 
at most from the Scaldis when we 
get to the surface; and the crew 
of the mother ship should be able 
to see us promptly. But we have 
to anticipate the worst, to be on 
the safe side. 

Radio is not particularly effec- 


against a dark background. To 
observe smaller animal life, we 
will use weaker lights placed clos- 
er to the portholes. Each search- 
light is enclosed in a steel casing 
with a plexiglass window. Mirrors 
and lenses will focus the beam in 
the right direction. 

Obviously, however, the lights 
will not be on all the time. They 
will be switched off frequently so 
as to be able to see luminous fish. 

But seeing is not enough; we 
have to be able to describe what 
we shall have seen. And memory 
can fail; there may not be time to 
take notes. So we will carry a 
dictaphone with us. We'll make 
verbal notes of what we see and 
what happens which can be tran- 
scribed later aboard the mother 
ship.

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Went Home to Weep’

AST night I saw UNRRA’s 
L picture of displaced persons, 
and went home to weep. I wept 


for 700,000 men and women and 


for 150,000 little children who have 
trudged so far to reach nowhere, 
who have been promised so much 
and receive so little—often less 
than nothing. 

Last night high above a great 
city’s crowded streets—where over- 
fed people complained about tough 
steaks as they went to air-condi- 
tioned apartments, I sat with my 
memories. Memories of camps in 
Germany and Austria where a 
year ago I saw the light of hope 
still burning feebly in the eyes of 
those doomed to a death more 
terrible than that of Hitler’s pits 
and furnaces—the death of hope.

I SAT AND WEPT. I wept who 
who cannot weep. Wept in my 
soul for the dead but wept more 
deeply for the living. Wept for 
those who were starved and tor- 
tured and wept then for our sons 
whose youth was stolen, but who 
freely gave their lives to save the 
world from this which is worse 
than death. 

Finally, in shame I wept for my- 
self, for you and for the American 
Congress, wept for our futility and 
failure. We-vowed that “these 
dead shall not have died in vain” 
but to this hour they have. 

Of the 15,000,000 “slaves” that 
Hitler made, 7,000,000 were de- 
stroyed. Of the 87000,000 left alive, 
all but 850,000 have now been “re- 
patriated.” Generally, they went 
back to the rubble of bombed 
homes, or to war-swept fields, but 
they are the fortunate. One out 
of every 10 of the 850,000 who can 
never go home is a Protestant, two 
are Jews and seven are Catholics. 
To be sure we have sent them food 
and other “bare necessities” which 
they receive behind the wire or 
in slightly more favored places of 
concentration: camps.
